Kky Wkst, Sept. 25 — A'lvicos from 
Havana state that Monday 87 volunteors 
and rt'},'ularH started from Havana for 
Calabazur, aboat eight milea from Ha- 
Tftua. TuMdayflre of th« 87 retnrued 
and reported the killing of th« othsrs. 
Shortly before rcachiiif; Calabazar they 
wen; Rurprisod by jjatnols, who tired on 
thenj from all sidon and tlioti oliargod 
M'ith machetes. Tlie captain of tho 
Spaniard! was killed, his head hariug 
been cut off. 

Passengers on the Mascotte report a 
terrible state of affairs on the island. 
The newly appointed captain of police 
is cansiug a reigu of terror. Prisoners 
are nightly taken oat and slaughtered. 
Wednesday morning at 7 o'clock five 
prisoners were executed, two garroted 
and three shot. About 2,000 people, 
men and women, witnessed tho e.Kcc u- 
tions. They wore mostly Spanish olli- 
cers an<l their wives. 

Two small boys wore recently arrett- 
ed in Havana lor liaviii?: dynamite in 
their posses-ion anil Kentenced to 20 
years' imprisonment. Tue.sday their 
seateni es were revoked and they will be 
ordered to leave the island.

GENERAL E. G. BLUNT DEAD. 

Ba Was a rrland and Adriaer of John 
Brawn in Ka a t a s i 

CiiK'Aco, Sept. 25. — Elbridge G. 
Blunt, \vi:o was intimately associated 
with John Jhowii in conductin^r the 
nudergrouiid railway iii Kansas and 
who was also an active soout in the 
civil war. is dead. He was one of tho 
early settlers of Kansas, having gone 
there in the sjiring of 1S55. Mr. Blunt 
may bo said to liave been a director iu 
the famous undei^'ioaiid raihvay in 
KauFas. John IJiow ii was fre(iuently 
at the house of Jlr. lilunt, and tlie two 
combined their otfurts in behalf of the 
Slaves, many of whom wore helped to 
liberty and safety through their kind 
ollices. Through many a long iw^iu 
Mr. Blunt watched at some huiuble 
cabin iu whicii fagitivM from the south 
were concealed. 

With his brother. General James G. 
Blunt, he was active in the civil war. 
He served as a scout under liis brother. 
His minute knowledge of the country 
and treachery of the men whom he was 
opposing made his services especially 
valuable. At the oi)euing of the war 
General Blunt had raised a regiment 
and made the fight for the Union. In 
the brigade were two regiments made 
up mostly of Indians. It was General 
Blunt who met the invasion of General 
Piefq» and drove him out of Kansas. 
He then joined his forces with those of 
General Daniel S. Sickles, and the two 
fought the memorable battle of Pea 
Kiilge Since 1868 Mr. Blunt baa reaid* 
ed in Cliicago. 

PROTECTION ASKED^O R AMERICANS. 

A Uassaore of All Foraignen Thraataned

Vancouvek, B. C, Sept. 25.— The 
lleamship Empress of India arrived 
yesterday from the Orient, bearing the 
intelligenoe that the city of Kien-Ning- 
Fu has been placarded since Aug. 24 to 
the effect that foreign properties will be 
burned down, and all fOMigll«n found 
therein massacred.

Wew lavaatloaa •( tha Annr and ITaty ta 
Be Kept From Prying Eye*. 

W.v.'iHiNdiov, Sept. 25.— A good deal 
of quiet talk has been occasioned alout 
the army and navy headquarters be- 
cause tho United States has finally de- 
cided that military and naval officers, 
attaches to the legation here, shall not 
bo permitted to see every new thing thi^ 
genius and skill of onr ow;i ofiicers have 
evolved, which foreign nations iiii;;ht 
want, unless the bnsiuesa can be made 
recitn-dcal, and the American ofiicers at 
Paris, i3erlin and London be allowed ti 
exploit similar secrets of the engineer 
and ordnanoa buivaui of these oonn* 
tries. 

An American naval officer was not 
permitted to be present at the late naval 
maueuvers of Germany a fortnight ago. 
It came to the knowledge of Prince 
Henry, Emperor William's brother, that 
an invitation bad been issued. He at 
once directed to countermand it, giving 
as a reaion that certain naval experi- 
ments and letts were to bo made that no 
foreigner must ba permitted to witness, 
and tha American did not witness 
them. 

Heretofore our experi'-ents at Indian 
Head, where onr hea^ * uns are testtnl, 
have been witnessed b. representatives 
of foreign goremments. 

It has come to the knowledge of the 
navy department that an important se 
cret discovery relating to the torpedo 
destroyers was in possession of one of 
thesreat continental powers. 

This sama power when asked to per- 
mit the oflloor representing one of our 
services at this conrt to be present at an 
important experiment with high ex- 
plosives flatly and rather discoturteously 
refused. This matter come to the presi- 
dent's notice. He at once directed that 
nations should not receive Ameriean 
conrtesies that would not extend them, 
aud to this rule there ma<t be no excep- 
tions.

The inspectors conclude that Suporin- 
teudeut Laugan, who was among those 
lost, erred in going so far into tha mine, 
knowing there was a "squeese." 

The original cause of the "squeeze," 
the commission believes, was due to a 
"mud crack," together with irregularly 
in the chambers of veins No. 6 and 6. 
[t was also found that naked lamps used 
at tile tune of the accident, and from 
this and the character of the "squeeze," 
it is piesuined an explosion occurred. 
The report is signed by all tho inspect- 
ors and recommoudations accompauy it 
to gu.ird against similar aooidbuta in 
the future.

Failing to re- 
turn, his father oamehere yesterday iu 
■eorch of him. He went to the family 
residence and there found his sou dead. 
Tho house was filled with gas and at* 
tached to the fixture in the bathroom 
was a piece of tubing, one end of which 
ho held between his teeth. He is ru]i- 
posed to have beou dead since Monday. 
Youug Gregory was to have roturued to 
Yale yeste rday.

Gentry yesterd^r, at Rigby pork, paced 
the fastest mile ever made in harness, 

anil placed flio world's record at 2:00 1-2. 
Tlie liay was cold, and light northwest- 
erly wind was blowing up the stretch, 
when John U. (ientry, with W. S. An- 
drews upou the sulky, came out to go 
agaiust his record of 'i'.Ol l-'<i, made ou 
Sept. 8, this year, at Olens Falls, N. Y., 
iu tho second heat of a race witli 
Pointer. 

Gentry had been given two warming 
ua miles during the afternoon, when ho 
came out for the third the sun was rap 
idly sinking. The famous pacer scored 
once or twice with the runner who was 
to pace him, and then went up the 
stretch ou what was to bo the fast-st 
mile ever done by a horse in harn'^ss. 
Tie'i e was not a big crowd present, but 
what then' was of them gave the pacer 
u great ovation as he ' aniedown toward 
the wire ffir tho word "go," sliouted by 
Starter (.'nlbert.son, anil hiisiilrcis of 
watches c.in'_-ht the p;ieer at his st;irt. 

T!ie runner was at the jir.rer'.s thi-n.at 
latch as tin y m:id • the 'ii.-t turn on tii<' 
streteli. (ie.itry went steasiily and witli 
apparent ease, "the runner having hard 
wori; keojiin;; his position. The judges 
cautrlit lie' nuarti'i' luile at 1-1 seeoniN 
anil the MToiid quarter was made in :!0 
l-l boeonds, niiikmg ihe lialf mile in 
1-2. The runner, by the usm oi tli>' 
whip, was k> epuij,' up at C nti-y's 
wheid. but was in.iking liaid work of ir.

With tiie 
shouting of the crowd, which was now 
cheering like mad, tlie (laeer spurted for 
the win! and considering tiiat he had 
the v.ind in lus teetli, inaiiethe mo: t re- 
markable (juarter of tiie lie:ir, m :!■) 1--!, 
making the mile in two minutes and 
one-half second, just one s.'c ond less 
thai: the former best record, lirst mad.' 
by Uobert J, at Torre Haute, in 1^"^,, 
and oiinalled this year by John li. 
Gentiw. 

When Starter Culbortson njinounee 1 
the time, the crowd broke throiigli tin- 
fence and crowd( d out on tlie track and 
nrouud the pacer, cheering wiU.ly. It 
is believed tiiat had Geutry not ii.id i > 
contend with tho wind ho would Lave 
made the mile in two minutes easily. 

During the afteruoon Fantasy went 
against her record of 2:0(i, but only 
made 2:07 3-4. 

After Gentry's gi-eat mile, Robert J 
came out to beat his record of 2:01 1-2, 
but ouly succeeded in making the mile 
in «K» l-a. 

THIRTY WAR RANTS F OR MURDER.

Leadvii i.k, Colo., f^ipt. 25.— Thirty 
warrants have been isaued by the dis- 
trict court for officers and members of 
the executive oonuuittoe of the miners' 
union, all charged with the murder of 
Fiieiu:in Jerry O'Keefe.

Edward 15oyce of Loiso, Ida., presi- 
dent of the Western Federation of Min- 
ers, was placed m jail by tlu.'cit}' mar- 
thai, tho sherift' statiiik' that ho wa.s 
there for safekeeping, no charge having 
been madu against him as yet. 

The order declaring tliat the city 
hhould becomo subject to marti;il law at 
a o'clock yesterday afteruoon was sus- 
pended until ti o'clock.

COAL CRISIS COMING. 

Ohio Miners Must Work For a 
Reduction or Quit. 

REUUoTlUN L\ I'VM^. OF 20 CEIiXS.

Con MiuTs, O., Sept. 23.— Tb*^ North- 
ern Coal Storage company, which takes 
nearly all the coal from Ohio mines for 
the northwestern market, has notified 
the Ohio railroads that after next Tues- 
day it will take no more coal from Oliio 
mines unless the price is reduced 20 
cents a ton to meet the redootioii made 
by Pittsburg mines. 

It is claimed tliat Pennsylvania coal 
is worth 20 cents a ton more than Ohio 
coal, and that difference has been main- 
tained in the general market. Now the 
Pennsylvania coal has reached exactly 
the same rat<) as Ohio coal and Ohio 
coal can not b« sold. 

The Ohio nuerators say that if the 
Ohio miners will not accept a reduction 
in wages they will simply have to go 
out of the business. The situation is 
critical.
